The Rt.62-129. project for 
‘Wilmington Center may yet be- 
{come a reality if Wilmington 
citizens go along with one of the 
‘alternate proposals offered by the 
‘consulting firm Wallace, Floyd, 
“Associates Inc. The three alter- 
“native plans, which were strictly 
‘conceptual in nature, were outlined 
for members of the Wilmington 
‘Redevelopment Authority (WRA) 
at their meeting last Thursday. 

The favored third alternative 
“proposes an at-grade intersection at 
the corner of Rt.62 and Rt.38/129 
with two jug handle connectors 
running from Kirk Street to Rt.38 
through the Bay Banks parking lot. 
This option was viewed as more 
"minor in scope” than the one 
outlined by the state Department of 
Public Works. Those present also 
felt it would have less impact on 
neighbors, businesses, and the 
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town, as a whole; it would better 
ease traffic congestion; and it 
would better address a relocation of 
town center 

Residents at the DPW's design 
hearing last year had largely 
disapproved of the state's plan. 
They said the overpass, 22 foot 
high bridge design, and the pro- 
posed connector road would only 
shift the problem to a new inter- 
section and destroy the rural 
character of the town, They called 
the plan an “overkill 

For the most part, WRA consul- 
tants agreed. Bruce Campbell, who 
heads his own traffic consulting 
firm and who once worked for the 
DPW, said the state proposed a 
“highway interchange” rather than 
an intersection which would still 
address Wilmington's traffic 
problems. 

Consultants outlined some disad 
vantages they saw in the DPW 


Selectmen favor 
third alternative 
on center plans

One of three alternate proposals 
to the DPW's Town Center project 
received favorable reaction from 
Wilmington selectmen Monday 
night. Most of the attention was 
focused on the third option 
outlining an at-grade intersection 
and two connector roads. 

Dan Ballou praised consultants 
from Wallace, Floyd, Associates 
Inc and Bruce Campbell and 
Associates as well as members of 
the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority for addressing issues 
which had been raised by residents. 

"You're coming to us with the 
feedback we've been looking for; it 
looks like we're heading in the 
right direction," he said. 

After the detailed presentation, 
Selectman Jim Stewart said it was 
the best proposal he had seen thus 
far. He added, though, he wanted to 
be convinced further that traffic 
projections for smooth traffic flow 
along Rt. 38 were correct. 

While Chairman Bob Cain sug- 
gested yet another alternative with 
a-road running parallel to Church 
Street to avoid wetland impact, 
Michael McCoy said afterwards he 
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was keeping 
proposal. 

During the discussion, consultant 
Bruce Campbell said that between 
Thursday's initial presentation 
before the redevelopment authority 
and Monday night, more details 
have come to light. He said these 
had to do with, bridge clearance 
and design, and sight distanc 
Rte. 62 towards Church Street 
Campbell said he expects to meet 
soon with DPW officials to confirm 
the bridge design and address the 
new issues. 

Project Manager Wendy Land- 
man explained many of the dif- 
ferences between the DPW design 
and the favored option. She told 
those present sh¢ welcomed input 
and, basically, she wanted people to 
think about the alternate proposals, 
which are still only concepts 

WRA Chairman Jay Donovan 
said the drawings are expected to be 
semi-finalized by next month, 
barring any problems which might 
be encountered. He added his board 
hopes to be able to present a united 
front to the state, in conjunction 
with Wilmington residents and 
town officials, in the near future. 
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design. They said it denied the 
opportunity for a town center to 
develop as a town center. They said 
it diminished the possibility of 
providing a strong connection 
between a town center and an 
MBTA rail station, They felt the 
design was inconsistent "in scale 
and operations” with the immediate 
area and it wouldn't work from a 
traffic perspective since the design 
would re-create traffic problems at 
another intersection. 

aurie Hagan, who conducted 
traffic studies for sub-contractor 
Bruce Campbell, said she found 
there were “errors and inconsistent 
counts” in the DPW traffic study as 
well. These included errors in 
traffic flow during peak hours 
While DPW studies claimed 
morning traffic flowed north, 
Hagan contended the majority of 
traffic actually flowed south 
toward Boston. Hagan said she 
projected a good level of traffic 
service until the year 2010 while 
the DPW only projected the same 
until the year 2000. She added her 
counts were more up to date since 
they were taken in 1987 while the 
DPW had taken its counts in 1985 

The other two plans outlined by 
Wallace, Floyd were a minimum 
build proposal with no connector 
roads and a plan similar to the third 
option, except the connector road 
tied into Middlesex Avenue. In all 
plans, Rt.38/129 would be widened 
from two lanes to four and there 
would be traffic signals proposed at 
various intersections: 

In studying the town,the 
consultants felt that Rotary Park 
was "a real amenity” which could 
be tied into s for a viable town 
center. It would be adjacent to the 
connector roads and afew for some 
creative planning. The consultants 
felt Heritage Common had the type 
of Early American look which 
could work in a new center area. 
And they said there are currently 
municipal uses in the center area 
which could continue to draw 
residents. 

When questioned about tempora: 
ry routes during a construction 
period, WFA Project Manager 
Wendy Landman said it was 
assumed a Bailey bridge would be 
built next to the present bridge for 
traffic during construction. The 
DPW had proposed using Butters 
Row as a by-pass during 
construction. 

Cuanpbell said he met informally 
with DPW officials to outline the 
third option and get some feedback 
from them. Reportedly, officials 
said they would “reactivate their 
interest in the project” if the 
alternative proposal would indeed 
do what Campbell claimed and have

Affordable housing 
proposal goes before 
water commissioners 


A proposed site for affordable 
housing in Wilmington was 
discussed January 21 at the meeting 
of the Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners. Dick 
Dellarciprete and Shawn McGee of 
the it Homes Trust of Billerica 
were introduced by Danny Gillis of 
the Wilmington Housing Authority. 
The men had plans showing 
proposed homes for the site to 
show the commissioners 

The proposed site is off lower 
Main Street, near the Wobum city 
line. A portion of the land has 
already been given to the 
Wilmington Post of the American 
Legion, as the site for a new 
building 

The discussion can be described 
as "hard nosed.” Gillis started with 
a report on some of the "affordable 
housing” meetings he had attended 
recently. Commissioner Arthur 


‘Smith followed with a discussion of 
the gravel excavations which had 
taken place at the site proposed. 

After Dellarciprete and McGee 
made their presentation they heard 
again from Smith. They will get all 
the help that the water department 
can give, but they will pay for it. 
Smith made that clear. 

"We do not get our funding from 
the tax rate.” 

Seventy-five duplexes are being 
planned as affordable housing. 
They will provide for 150 families. 
McGee and Dellarciprete said some 
would be two bedroom and some 
three bedroom. 

The price they said, would be 
$75,000 for the three bedroom, and 
$65,000 for the two bedroom. The 
interest rates would be eight 
percent instead of 10 percent, Gillis 
told the commissioners. 


More work to be 
done at high school 


Work on the renovation of 
Wilmington High School has been 
in a holding pattern for several 
months, Phase I of the renovation 
has been completed, but other work 
remains along with some 
problems. 

Problem number one is the new 
elevators. Two elevators were in- 
stalled to make'the building handi- 
capped accessible. One is in a 
comer adjacent to the old cafeteria, 
the other is in the old gymnasium, 
to provide access to the new shops. 

Although the elevators have been 
completed, they have never been 
granted certificates of inspection, 
and the Public Buildings Dept. does 
not have keys to them. 


A second problem is in the new 
gymnasium. Operable backboards 
were installed, but they do not 
operate. They are in the down 
position, allowing basketball games 
to continue while the matter is 
investigated. 

Some major work remains to be 
done in the school under Phase I. 
New windows will be installéd-in 
the building this summer 

New bleachers for the football 
field will go out to bid 
with completion scheduled for 
early September. 

Renovations of the auditorium 
will go out to bid in late summer. 
Also in the works are the replace- 
ment of several doors or the 
hardware on same.

McCoy protests, 
saying letter didn't 
reflect actual motion

A letter which Selectman Michael 
McCoy felt was misleading caused 
him to address some angry com- 
ments to the chairman of his board 
Monday night. 

The controversy stemmed from a 
letter written by Chairman Robert 
Cain to Robert Johnson, Chief 
Engineer of the DPW. In that letter 
Cain reportedly asked the DPW to 
put the Butters Row Bridge 
reconstruction project on hold 
indefinitely, something which 
would allow for the possibility of 
reactivating the project at a later 
date, The letter allegedly reflected 
the view of the entire board of 
selectmen. 

McCoy und a few Butters Row 
residents in attendance claimed the 
letter did not give an accurate 
account of the vote of the selectmen 
ata prior mecting. 

"God damn it, that was not my 
motion,” McCoy said of the letter's 
content. McCoy reiterated that he 
had made a simple, two line motion 
to oppose the construction of anew 
bridge, period. He said this was in 
keeping with the will of the neigh- 
bors at the meeting that night.He 
added when other selectmen tied 
to amend his motion, he stood firm 
until his motion was voted unani- 


mously. 

“I'm highly insulted that you sent 
this," McCoy told Cain, adding he 
had had "no right" to give the 
wrong impression to the state, 

Cain replied the intent of the 
motion, as he saw it, was to hold up 
any construction of a new bridge 
but not close the door if residents 
from another part of town, for 
instance, requested that the board 
reconsider its vote at a later date. 

The other selectmen said they 
never saw a copy of the letter but 
they remembered the consensus 
was to do nothing with the bridge. 
However, they felt Cain's letter 
would probably result in the same 
thing as McCoy's motion: it would 
stop the project. 

Jim Stewart said he remembered 
clearly that DPW officials at their 
hearing said they intend to continue 
working on the bridge design to 
bring it up to the 25 percent design 
stage. This design would then be 
filed away if residents were against 
the project and only brought out if 
the bridge was hit’ by another 
oversize train 

McCoy asked that a second letter 
be sent to Johnson explaining his 
motion, Cain drafted a brief letter 
as they spoke which received the 
approval of the entire board, 


Tech committee 
approves $9.6m budget

Members of the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee unanimously 
approved a fiscal 1989 budget of 
$9,654,565 at their meeting last 
week. The total reflects an 11 
percent increase over the FY'88 
budget of $8,636,420. Approxi- 
matly half of the million dollar 
increase will come from state aid 
and the other half from the five 
towns who make up the regional 
school district. 

The largest increases are in the 
area of salary hikes; fixed costs 
such as Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
insurance and bus contract costs; 
and contract services, which 
includes residential placement for 
special needs students and monies to 
upgrade the tennis court and back 
parking lot area, 

Debt service will decrease by 
$25,000 next year. Since a new 
state program will provide grants 
for shop equipment, this portion of 
the budget was cut and also reflects 
a decrease. Some of the remaining 
funds will go toward an Apple 
computer basic skills lab for major 
subjects such as English and math, 
At last week's meeting, the 
committee saw fit to add an 
adjustment counselor to the 
guidance department and turn 
down a full time librarian position, 

According to Supt/Director 
Charles Lyons, the recent passage 
of the vocational school aid bill will 
g0 a long way to keep town 
assessment increases in check. 
Through the support and efforts of 
local legislators like Rep. James 
Miceli, his own school committee 
members, finance committee 
chairmen in the member towns, and 
town officials, the bill was passed, 
said Lyons, and the Tech will now 
receive an additional $527,000 in 
State aid. 

Thanks to the bill, Wilmington's 
assessment will only increase by 7.3 
percent instead of the projected 
25.5 percent. Last year, Wilming- 
ton had an increase of 17.5 percent. 
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Tewksbury's assessment will only 
increase by 5.44 percent instead of 
the projected 23.4 petcent. All 
assessments are based on the 
number of students who attend the 
school. 

Lyons told the Town Crier he was 
pleased with the FY'89 budget, 
which was lower than his recom- 
mended budget of $10,035,224. He 
also praised those who worked hard 
to push the Voke Aid Bill through 
the legislature. 

"I'm just thrilled with the kind of 
cooperation we've had. It's a 
commitment to quality education 
and it really sends a nice message to 
the kids we serve here." he said.

RETIREMENT WITH 
YOUR IRA 

With all the tightening up of the 
tax laws, the 1986 tax reform did 
create one loophole: it's now 
possible to get money out of your 
Individual Retirement Account 
before you're 59-1/2, if you follow 
certain procedures. 

Under general IRA procedures, 
early withdrawal is subject to a 10 
percent penalty, in addition to 
regular income tax on the money. 
The new exception waives the 
penalty as long at the takeout is part 
of a series of approximately equal 
withdrawals tied to your life 
expectancy and that of your 
beneficiary (similar to mandated 
withdrawals after 70-1/2). 
Depending on the total value of 
your IRA, you might get a nice 
adjunct to an early-retirement 
pension. 

If you start this early-withdrawal 
Schedule, you must continue with it 
for at least five consecutive years 
and until you are at least 59-1/2 
years old. If you don't, you are 
liable to the 10 percent penalty, 
applied retroactively, to all the 
withdrawals you've taken, Once 
you've passed the threshold of age 
59-1/2 - five years’ programmed 
withdrawals, you can take out 
whatever you want.

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Students’ right to write

Editors of the Wildcat News 
published by Wilmington High 
School students reacted angrily to a 
recent U.S, Supreme Court ruling 
allowing public school officials to 
censure school newspapers. 

An editorial published in the 
Wildcat News last week criticized 
the Supreme Court's decision. A 
copy of the editorial was sent to the 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 

The editorial said, "In our 
society, no group is more 
disinfranchised, more impotent, 
and consequently more deserving 
of the protections afforded by the 
Constitution than public school 
students. No rights are more 
important to us than freedom of 
speech and of the press.” 

The 5-3 ruling was based on a 
court case-involving a publication 
called Spectrum produced by 
journalism students from 
Hazelwood East High School near 
St. Louis, Mo. 

In May 1983, Principal Robert 
Reynolds deleted two articles from 
that paper. One article featured the 
experiences of three pregnant 
Hazelwood students; the other 
analyzed the effects of divorce on 
students. Although the girls were 
not named in the first article, 
Reynolds believed they were 
identifiable and the material was 
unsuitable for teen-agers. 

Students who worked on 
Spectrum filed suit contending 
their First Amendment right to free 
expression had been violated. 

In the past, the Supreme Court 
has ruled that students “do not shed 
their constitutional rights at the 
schoolhouse gate". The latest 
Supreme Court decision marks the 
third time in the last three years 
that students do not have the same 
constitutional rights as adults, 

‘The court said the students had no 
legal right to publish the 
controversial articles because the 
Paper was owned and controlled by 
the school.

Writing for the majority, Justice 
Byron White wrote, "We hold that 
educators do not offend the First 
Amendment by exercising editorial 
control over the style and content 
speech in 
school-sponsored expressive 
activities so long as their actions are 
reasonably related to legitimate 
pedagogical concerns.” 

In 1985 the court ruled that 
students are not protected from 
"uni onable searches” under the 
Fourth Amendment. School

“We are trying to teach them a 
sense of freedom and here they are 
taking it away,” Atlas said. 

The Wildcat staff protested the 

court ruling, Joe Linehan, 
co-editor of the paper called the 
ruling a “travesty of justice.” 
“The Constitution was never 
written to exclude children. Kids 
under 17 constitute a large portion 
of the population. Kids are people 
too, let them have the same 
privileges granted by the 
Constitution," Linehan said. 

At the New England Press 
Association Convention at the 
Marriot Hotel in Cambridge last 
week, David Simonson, National 
Newspaper Association Vice 
President, said the latest court 
decision opens up a partial danger, 

Simonson said, "The Supreme 
Court is a most unpredictable thing, 
I don't like to see a precedent

_ Two bills will 
impact education 


Press release from 
Rep. Jim Miceli 


Representative James R. Miceli 
(D-Wilmington, Tewksbury) has 
announced the recent enactment of 
two bills by the Massachusetts State 
Legislature that will have a far 
reaching positive effect on the 
continuing improvement of public 
education in the Commonwealth. 

H-6371, an act enhancing the 
teaching profession and recogniz- 
ing educational achievement will 
create new educational grant pro- 
grams while expanding the base for 
others. This legislation raised 
teachers’ salaries to a guaranteed 
minimum of $20,000 and establish- 
ed three new beneficial programs. 

The Carnegie Schools program, 
established through H-6371, will 
give parents, teachers and princi- 
pals unprecedented influence in 
educational decisions regarding the 
education of children within their 
schools. 

The legislation also creates a 
Professional Development School 
program which will provide 
training for rookie teachers and 
continuous professonal assistance 
for veteran teachers. Finally, the 
bill sponsors a (REACH) program 
(Reconizing Educational Achieve- 
ment) which will commend 
improved student performance 
through cash rewards in any 
number of categories established by 
the State Board of Education.

I 
asked. 

‘Addler uttered a couple of primal 
grunts and said, "It was through a 
government funded program." 

“Of course it was. Everything is 
nowadays. But why couldn't they 
just call it the good old winter blahs 
or cabin fever?" 

"Why do we call old folks senior 
citizens?" he cried. "A senior 
citizen has just as many aches and 
pains as the old folks used to. But 
anything that's unpleasant has to 
change its name every other year. I 
know - a sheep by any other name 
will still eat grass. But I suppose 
SADS sounds more scientific than 
the old, comfortable terms.” 

“Makes it easier to get state and 
federal funding to treat it,” I 
suggested. 

My friend played with the 
propeller on his beanie as he 
squirmed on his couch. 

“Our panel of experts has pretty 
well delineated the problem,” he 
said, “and now us professionals are 
being trained to treat SADS.” 

"I didn't know winter depression 
got to be a problem until Febru- 
ary,” I said, 

Addler laughed a dull, hollow 
laugh. "December has the shortest 
days in the year. Oh, people look all 
right, but with training you can 
spot the sick ones, Take energetic, 
bright-eyed people for example.”

League looks at 
moderator's job 


This article is the fourth in a 
series presented by the League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington in 
an effort to familiarize the public 
with the duties and responsibilities 
of town officials. 

The culmination of this effort 
will be a public "Meet Your Town 
Officials” reception to be held in 
the spring. This reception will give 
citizens the opportunity to discuss 
issues of interest or concern with 
town officials in an informal 
setting. 

The Town Moderator is elected at 
large and serves a three year term 
of office as established in a 1987 
bylaw change. The Moderator 
serves without pay. 

The primary function of the 
Office is to preside at town meetings 
and to preserve order and 
decorum. The Moderator also has 
some appointive powers. He may 
appoint a temporary Moderator to 
perform the duties of the office 
should it become expedient for him 
to address the meeting or should he 
be unable to attend. 


Im addition, the Moderator works 
i cooperartion with the Chairman 


of the Board of Selectmen and the 

airman of the Finance Commit- 
teé to appoint members of the 
Finance Committee and may, at 
Town Meeting, be given the 
authority to appoint members of 
such committees as the Veterans 
Day and Memorial Day commit- 
tees, 

In the absence of the Moderator, 
the Town Clerk may call the 
meeting to order and may preside 
until a Moderator pro-tempore is 
elected by the Town Meeting.

Through an amendment to 
Chapter 188 of Massachusetts 
General Laws, the real property of 
residents 65 years or older and 
disabled citizens who qualify is now 
Protected from seizure up to the 
amount of $150,000. The so called 
Homestead Act was signed into law 
by Governor Michael Dukakis in 
July, 1987, three years after 
representatives like Wilmington's 
Silver Haired Legislator Bill Suob 
had first started lobbying efforts.

Since 
many local stationary stores do not 
yet have the forms, Wilmington 
citizens may obtain them from 
Strob for a 35 cent charge. 
Wilmington homeowners can file 
them at the Lowell Registry of 
Deeds.The price to file is ten 
dollars.

Even before the storm arrives, the Tewksbury 
DPW crew is gearing up'to handle another -- 


It can be peaceful while the snow is falling, but 
not for everybody. Streets need to be cleared, but 
who are the guys who drive the plows? 

Tewksbury's DPW crew, like hundreds of 
similar groups around the country, will tackle a 
snowstorm with an almost military precision. 

Monday, 2:43 p.m. -- Rain has been falling for a 
few hours when the phone rings in the DPW's 
radio dispatch office. At the other end is a 
dispatcher from Bedford-based Weather Services 


Corp.,,with an updated forecast. 


"Stand by to copy,” says the voice on the phone, 
and a list of numbers is read off. "One, six, 13, 


14, 17, 24, 31, 42..." 


The numbers are checked off on 
the company's “Snow/Ice Storm 
Warning" form in the DPW office. 
The numbers mean (1) Snow, (6) 
snow and rain mixed, (13) over 
34°F, (14) becoming, (17) 30°F 
through 34°F, (24) three to six 
inches accumulation, (31) Monday, 
(42) four to six, (52) p.m., and so 
forth. Wind, snow accumulation, 
storm duration and temperatures 
expected are given with a crisp 
military cadence. 

5:57 p.m. -- The rain turns into 
fat snowflakes, which soon carpet 
the ground. The streets stay clear, 
however, since the pavement is still 
warm enough to melt the snow. But 
the preparations begin ... 

6:48 p.m, -- DPW Foreman John 
Kane arrives at the dispatch office 
and slams his card through the time 
clock located there. For Kane, also 
known as Car 2 on the road, it will 
be a long, long night. 

7:05 p.m. -- Kane starts calling up 
the private plow operators, who are 
contracted with the town to clear 
Tewksbury streets. Walter Haley 
starts calling on the other line. 
Some 35 trucks will join in the 
scattered convey of plows, along 
with the six functioning sanders 
owned by the town. One town truck 
is down with clutch problems, and 
its absence will make everyone 
else's work that much harder. 

7:10 p.m. -- Town trucks head 
out to begin sanding the streets. In 
the course of a normal storm, Kane 
said, some 70 tons of salt will be 
spread, along with from 350 to 400 
tons of sand-salt'mix. In all, some 
270 miles of town streets need to be 
scraped clear, 

Before the storm gets too heavy, 
Kane notes, a layer of straight salt 
will be sprinkled. The first snow 
will turn the salt into brine, which 
will keep the macadam clear of ice 
and make plowing easier. 

8:05 pim. -- The first private 
contractor arrives to punch in his 
time-card and start work. Each 
contractor responded to an adver- 
tisement for plow operators, which 
ran in area newspapers in autumn, 
and each was later given a license to 
work for the town. 

The contractors bring more than 
just plow-equipped pick-up trucks, 
however, and heavier equipment is 
rented for a higher rate, Pick-ups 
are used at $28 an hour, six-wheel 
trucks get $35 an hour, and the big 
10-wheelers get even more. 

After the time clock is punched, 
each contractor is given a map of

part of the town, and is told which 
route to cover. Some of the private 
plowers have been working for the 
town for years, often on the same 
route. 

The town is broken up into 16 
separate routes, all of them based 
upon a central “main” street. 

Whipple Road, Andover Street, 
Livingston Street, and others -- 
each will be cleared first, to gain 
access to the smaller side streets, 

Route #3, for instance, follows 
North Street from town center to 
Route 133. Once North Street has 
been cleared, which may take four 
Passes or more, the plows then start 
to "scrape" the side streets. The 
first pass will scrape a path for any 
emergency vehicles that may be 
called, and a plow will return later 
to widen the path and finish the job. 
First things first. 

The 16 routes are also divided 
into five districts, with a separate 
“spotter” in each district. Driving a 
town pick-up, the spotter's job is to 
insure that the work is being done 
on time and properly. 

10:11 p.m. -- Town sander #51 
radios in with electrical problems. 


sanding along his route. 

11:19 p.m. -- Foreman Kane in 
"Car 2” leaves the DPW quarters to 
inspect the work of the evening. 
The first street he visits is Cata- 
mount Road, off North Street, 
which has the steepest grade in 
town. If Catamount is passable, 
then most of the other town roads 
will be able to handle traffic soon. 
Birches are bent to within inches of 
the road, but Catamount is clear. 

The actual plows, Kane points 
out, usually won't last the whole 
season. At the bottom edge of the 
snowplow is the "cutting edge,” an 
inch-thick piece of steel held in 
place by a dozen finger-thick bolts. 
‘The cutting edge becomes too hot to 
touch after a night of plowing, he 
says, and the bottom of the blade 
will be knife-sharp from being 
honed against the pavement. Three 
or four storms is the normal life of 
a cutting edge, he says. 

11:35 p.m. -- The wet snow turns 
back into rain, which may or may 
not be good news. If the rain holds, 
the streets will clear themselves. 
But if the temperature drops, the 
rain could turn the streets into 
rivers of frozen slush, which will 
still need scraping. 

Kane spots a van parked by the 
road, with a broad "U" shaped 
snowbank plowed around it.

‘The tail lights aren't working right, 
according to driver Brian Gath, 
and a snowplow that can't be seen is 
a hazard to everyone on the road. 
‘The truck is called back to the DPW

"If we can pass ‘em we'll go 
around ‘em,” he says, but notes that 
any cars blocking the passage of 
plows or emergency vehicles will 
result in a call to the police, which 
then results in a call for a tow 
truck. And the $10 fine for illegal 
parking on the street during a 
snowstorm is a bargain compared 
to the towing charges. 

11:44 p.m. -- A half-dozen trucks 
of all sizes are seen sitting in the 
Dewing School parking lot. Not all 
of the private plow trucks have 
2-way radios, so the district spotter 
will have everyone rendezvous in a 
certain place at a set time, to go 
over the streets that still need work. 

Besides, everybody needs to take a 
break now and then, and the night 
has been a long one already. 

Tuesday, 12:14 a.m. -- Cruising 
up East Street, the foreman stops by 
a sign nailed to a telephone pole that 
reads "Plow Hazard.” In the road 
near the sign is a sewer lid that 
sticks a bare half-inch above road 
level. Such an obstacle, he says, can 
break a plow clean off the truck, or 
twist the mounting bracket badly, 
Causing hundreds of dollars in 
damages. 

12:29 a.m. -- An unknown voice 
on the radio complains that 
somebody with a plow is "pushing" 
onto North Street. The foreman 
gripes that pushing snow into the 
Street is a problem that will keep 
town plows busy long after the 
streets have been scraped, but he 
admits there isn't much that can be 
done to stop-the annoying practice. 

12:47 a.m. -- Driving along 
Kendall Road, Kane reaches for his 
radio to complain that William G. 
Drive hasn't been touched, then 
changes his mind. 

"In an hot it will Idok com- 
pletely different,” he says of the 
pattern of finished and untouched 
streets. "You can get all worked up 
over nothing.” But the midnight 
hour of the storm has a few 
advantages, Kane observes. 

“If this storm had come at six, our 
phone would be ringing off the 
hook right now,” he says, smiling. 
All of the town streets will be

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scraped, sooner or later, but some- 
body's street is naturally going to 
be the last one plowed. 

Pulling onto Livingston Street a 
few minutes later, the foreman 
again reaches for the radio, but this 
time he doesn't change his mind. 
The stretch of Livingston Street 
between Chandler and Pinnacle has 
been missed, and Livingston is one 
of the "main" roads. The problem 
is corrected within minutes. 

12:55 a.m. -- Truck #51 calls in 
again, this time asking someone to 
bring jumper cables to "DM," or 
the Donut Maker shop on-Main 
Street. A ride by the all-night donut 
shop reveals some 12 plow trucks 
parked in the lot, but not all are in 
the service of the town. 

“There must be some 200 or 300 
plows in the town,” Kane says, but 
only about 35 work for the DPW 
during snow emergencies. The rest 
are private citizens stopping into 
the donut shop before beginning 
their own unique plowing schedule. 
Still, the hot coffee hits the spot, 
and the town's plowing contractors 
are soon back on the streets. Fore- 
man Kane heads back to the DPW 
building with coffee and donuts. 

3:11 a.m. -- The temperature 
drops, turning the remaining snow 
into heavy freezing slush.That 
means the wet snow won't be 
melting anytime soon. The work 
continues. 

5:20 a.m. -- Tewksbury School 
Superintendant John Wynn calls to 
ask how the streets look, whether 
the roads have been sanded, and if 
the school parking lots are done. 
Wynn says he stayed up late to 
watch the previous night's weather 
forecasts on TV, and for a while 
thought of ordering a town-wide 
school closure that night, but 
instead waited until morning to 
make his decision. Kane says he'll 
call back once the status of the 
school parking lots can be checked. 
Radio calls are made to the spotters. 

5:25 a.m. -- Kane calls Wynn to 
say that all of the school lots are 
done except for the Dewing school 
on Andover Street, which will be 
scraped shortly. Wynn decides to 
open the schools 90 minutes late, 
thanks Kane, then starts calling 
local radio stations to spread the 
word. 

Wynn says his decisions are based 
on the road conditions, since many 
of his teachers commute from the 
surrounding area, and says he calls 
other school superintendants to ask 
how they're dealing with the storm. 

"You try to think of everything,” 


Wynn says, “but in the final 
analysis it's the parents who decide 
whether or not to send their child 
into school.” 

Parents and children across town 
are now tuning in WCAP-AM in 
Lowell to listen for the Tewksbury 
school reports. A few thousand kids 
will groan at the news that Tewks- 
bury schools will open as usual. 
Oh, well ... maybe the next storm 
will be bigger ... 

6:35 am. -- The first of the 
private contractors start filtering 
back to the DPW building to check 
Out. Most of the streets are now 
done, but the phone is beginning to 
ring with complaints. Some roads 
were given a single, initial scrape, 
to open a path, but a partially clear 
road can sometimes be mistaken for 
a finished one by the plow drivers. 
Complaints are relayed by radio to 
the town plows and sand trucks still 
on the road, and the gripes become 
fewer as the morning wears on. 

7:02 a.m. -- The temperature 
rises above the freezing mark, 
which would be good news except 
for the weather report on the radio. 
The mercury is expected to drop 
sharply by nightfall, which will

town. The sanders will be busy for 
days to come checking the ice. 

10:35 a.m. -- Kane is still on the 
job, though most of the contractors 
are now at home or working at 
their daytime jobs. 

But Frank Giannetti and Connie 
Barry are busily plowing the 
parking lots of the Livingston 
Street recreation complex, one of 
the final touches in clearing away 
the storm's leavings. 

"Driving a plow is crazy but it's 
fun,” Giannetti jokes, "except for 
the mad hours that we work.” 

3:15 p.m. -- A bone-weary DPW 
foreman named John Kane finally 
punches out, after some 19 hours 
on the job. But the streets have been 
scraped and sanded, and that's what 
really matters. 

There's still a lot of winter left, 
though, so the job will never end 
until the calendar reads "May." 

So, if the skies again turn to slate 
and snow begins to sift from above, 
the vigilant crew at Tewksbury 
DPW stands ready fire up the 
trucks, load up the sand and salt, 
and head out onto the roads to go 
and scrape the roads clean again.

How to care fora 
fish out of water! 


by Bill Conlon 

The future of fishing lies in the 
philosophy of catch and release. 
“Let them go and catch them again 
tomorrow.” 

In the year 2510, people are still 
going to go fishing. Nothing will 
ever replace an outdoors trip as the 
best way to handle the wild-eyez 
stresses of modern life, 

Our grandpuppies might be usin 
swimming robot-lures that make 
lifelike baitfish noises, or cadio 
reels that provide up to the minute 
weather forecasts, but the sport of 
fishing itself will never die. 

But the fish themselves might, 
unless we're more careful today! 
Too many people are killing their 
fish by accident, and it's high time 
that something is said about this 
pointless waste of life. I saw a 
classic example of fish abuse on 
Sunday, at the Merrimack Valley 
Bass Masters ice-fishing derby held 
‘on Lake Mascuppic inTyngsboro. 

I caught a lovely bass (that WON, 
but more on that later) around 
10:30 a.m. The fish flopped once: 
on the ice (oops!) before I threw 
the prute into my bait bucket to stay 
wet, then drove off to the weighing 
station, No more than five minutes 
later the fish had been weighed and 
measured, then was slid head-first 
into a hole in the ice and released. 
The four-plus-pounder gave my 
hand an angry slap before he swam 
off to fight again another day. 

Granted, he wasn't exactly happy 
about his experience, but at least the 
fish was strong and healthy when he 
was released. Except for a hook 
hole in the jaw, the little guy was 
untouched. 

As I was leaving, though, I saw 
another angler bringing his catch in 
for weighing, and the poor fish 
didn't stand a chance. Doornail. 

This angler rode into the weigh 
station on a snowmobile, which :+ 
fine I guess, but he was carrying h:: 
pickerel by the lower jaw. During 
that ride across the ice, the fish was 
being blasted with arctic air, and 
frostbitten gills are fatal -- period, 

His pickerel also had andey" look 
to it. Fish slime is a protective 
‘Coating, and if the slime is wiped 
off or dried by prolonged contact 
with the air, the fish is just as dead 
as if you'd filleted him, The fins 
may flip when you toss him back, 
but his style of swimming will be 
belly-up and bottom-bound. 

More and more derbies are at 
least asking for catch-and-release 
fishing, which is the only intelligent 
way to utilize the fishing resources. 
Some of the arguments for ci . 
and-release fishing are indeed wis., 
including the opportunity to repe.it 
the experience by catching that 
whopper again next week, letting 
other fishermen have the same fun 
yowtid, and keeping the fishing hot 
in your favorite pond in the future. 


Imagine, if you will, having ten 
million anglers, working over a 20 
acre pond. If everyone kept their 
catch, the pond would be as barren 
of fish as your septic tank in about a 
week! A few anglers are already 
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grumbling that Lake Attitash and 
Crystal Lake aren't the fishing hot- 
spots they once were, mostly due to 
tournaments and the high-pressure 
angling that these ponds see during 
contests. Even with catch-and- 
release rules, far too many fish die 
because of stupid anglers. 

If you insist upon eating your 
catch, which is normal enough, 
only keep the smaller legal-sized 
fish, since the real whoppers ar: 
also the best breeders. The heavy - 
weights are better left in the pond 
so they can keep producing future 
monsters. 

Better yet, stick to eating only the 
off-species. My all-time favorite 
fresh-water eating fish is the lowly 
crappie, or calico bass, followed 
closely by yellow perch. Personally 
I think bass have sort of a muddy 
taste, and I released a five-pounder 
this summer because a poor dinner 
would be a sad fate for such a 
magnificent fish. 

Catch-and-release is the only way 
we'll be able to keep good fishing 
for years to come. But if you're 
going to release your catch, handle 
those fish with the utmost car 
Here's a few little rules that migl:: 
help save the future of fishing. 

-- Don't let the fish dry out! 
Keep an extra bucket on hand for 
hauling your catch to the weigh 
station, or better yet use one of 
those 32-quart Coleman coolers. 
Also, make sure the container is 
full of water in advance, so the fish 
won't die of temperature shock 
upon impact with warmer or cooler 
water, 

-- Watch those gills! A fish 
uses its (external) gills just the same 
as we use our lungs. Imagine how 
long you'd live if your lungs were 
suddenly turned into a red, frozen 
slush. Keep gills wet at all times. 

Also, a fish that is bleeding from 

the gills is a goner! Save the gill- 
bleeders for the skillet to avoid 4 
complete waste. Running a stringy: 
or stick though the gills is also a 
death sentence. 
Keep your hands wet! The 
slime on a fish keeps out disease and 
parasites, and your hands will 
strip off the protective covering. 
But if you wet your hands before 
touching the fish, there's a chance 
that damage to the slime will be 
minimal. 

+ Take pictures instead of 
fish! A snapshot will last forever, 
but dinner is done in a half-hour. 
Take a picture and let the fish live, 
and your grandkids might get the 
chance to tie into a REAL, monster, 
perhaps one that you caught as a 
five-pounder. 

And'don't be shy about correctit.,3 
another angler if you see somethir ,: 
that would end a fish's life. If 1.2 
le’s it go alive and healthy, you 
might have the pleasure of catching 
that same fish tomorrow.

After three years 
without so much as a door-prize, let 
alone a cash award, it came as a 
relief to learn that maybe I'm not 
doing ever wrong after all. 

Top prize of and a trophy 
went to,— ahem -- me, for a four- 

‘one-ounce bass, taken very 
close to shore on a shiner. I also 
received a certificate to have a fish 
mounted gratis by Wilder Taxi- 
dermy, but my winner still swims. 
(1 want a bigger one for the wall.) 

Bass entries took all of the five 
top prizes, and the tournament 
organizers were proud to declare 
that all 35 fish brought in to be 
weighed were released alive. (Well, 
sort of, anyway.) A total of 209 
anglers took part in the event. 

Second place and $150 went to Al 
Sturtevant of Lowell for a three- 
pound-13 bass; lucky Ron Grimard 
of Lowell took the $100 third AND 
$50 fifth places with entries of 
3-pound-7 and 2-14 respectively; 
and fourth place and $75 went to 
Lowell's Charlie Brouillette for a 
3-pound-5 largemouth. Trophies 
were handed to all five winners. 

The weekend's.glassy smooth ice 
also failed to stop the 46 anglers 
who signed up for Saturday's New 
England Bass Angling Association 
event on Long Pond in Tyngsboro. 
Top prize of $250 went to Bob 
Nolet of Westford whose five fish 
totalled five pounds even, Second 
place and $100 went to Bob's 
brother Joe Nolet, of Lowell, for a 
four-fish creel weighing in at four- 
pounds, 4-ounces. Third and $50 
went to Billerica's Bob Drew for a 
three-fish stringer weighing in at 
3-pounds-12. The largest bass of

In class, chins up, shoulders 
back, speaking clearly about 
what's on their minds, via video 
tapes and critiques, they 
prepare themselves to audition. 

The students receive report 
cards and during the last 
session Freeman gets involved, 
letting parents know where they 
can go from there. For those 
who have the ability, desire and 
stamina to pursue a modeling 
career, the Dynasty Modeling 
Agency can help. 

“People need {o apply to the 
agency,” says Freeman, who 
wants all parties to understand 
clearly exactly what they're 
getting into, before they make a 
commitment. “I usually spend 
about an hour talking to each 
and every person who comes 
into the school. We want to be 
able to give kids the opportunity 
to fulfill their dreams. It’s there 
— it just needs to be explained 
and we take the time to do 
that.” 

The agency is basically a 
“‘marketing-type venture.’ 
Through composite photos, 
Freeman's clients choose the 
models they'd like to audition. 
As the “‘new kid on the block,” 
he scurries constantly to get the 
word out that his models exist. 


‘I deal with casting companies 


in Boston, advertising agencies, 
and stores directly,” he says. 
“Right now, I’ve got a clientele 
list of about 275 who work for 
individual companies and make 
the actual decisions on who 
should be auditioned.” 

The model's portfolio is the 
basis for major decisions and 
can be the source of multiple 
problems for those who don’t 
know what they're doing. 
Freeman is passionate about 
the need to deal with a 
reputable agency. “There are 
some misconceptions in this 
area,” he says. ‘A lot of people 
think of big dollars but we can 
actually do a good quality 
portfolio for less than half of 
what you'd spend in Boston. 

“In the suburbs we don’t have 
that high city overhead,” he 
continues. “We have a list of 
photographers in this area 
where we send the kids, 
Agencies in Boston sometimes 
utilize these people, and they're 
the best you're going to find 
anywhere.'"’ The Dynasty 
photographers put their names 
on their work, insuring quality 
and pride all around. 

“People should be extremely 
careful about how they spend 
their money for a portfolio,” he 
says. ‘Some places are doing a 
terrible job, giving modeling a 
bad name and producing gar- 
bage — it’s a sin. The card is 
going to make or break you. It’s 
going to get you in the door. The 
agent makes the connections 
but the photo has to sell. 

“Modeling has its ups and 
downs. It’s a tough business,” 
he says, describing the ex- 
periences of Burlington’s Keith 
McCarthy with this autumn’s 
T.J. Maxx commercial. It took 
three days to film 30 seconds. 
McCarthy earned $1,000 for the 
Spot, close to $5,000 on residuals 
because Chicago, St. Louis and 
other parts of the country 
picked it up. Ten percent goes to 
the agency.
